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Over the last year and a half lots of us have rightly 
complained about the way things are. A lack of PPE, 
hospitals getting full and staff at breaking point, and 
obviously a lot of our loved ones ill and dying through 
government incompetence. 


But even before Covid, Councils built homes we couldn’t 
afford. Places we love got ripped down and replaced with 
stuff for the middle classes with prices high to keep us 
away. We get pushed out of the areas we called home. 
Our kids get second rate education. Decent jobs seemed 
harder to find and inadequate benefits push us further 
into poverty. The list could go on and on and on. 


Working people and those of us on benefits have a right 
to moan and complain as we always get the shit end of 
things. Moaning is one thing, getting anything done about 
it is another. Will asking your Landlord, boss or benefits 
office nicely do any good? We don’t think so! But there IS 
a way we can actually change things. A way we can get 
what we want. 


Fighting back 


In my. street local people = are 
organising a street party for ourselves 
and our kids. In another street 
residents organised a clean-up day to 
get rid of rubbish and litter. There are 
hundreds of friends of parks groups 
where people make their local park a 
place they want to use. 


Mutual Aid Groups were set up all 
round London during the pandemic to 
help neighbours who were ill with 
Covid or who needed to self-isolate. 
Others got together to collectively 
home educate their children or fight 
against council estates and shops 
being knocked down by the council 
and big developers. In Haringey two 
successful examples of this are Wards 
Corner Community Coalition and anti 
HDV Campaign* 


Small independent trade unions are 
starting up all over London where 
workers come together without Union 
bosses and fight for their collective 
rights. People who can’t afford to buy a 
home and are fed up with over-priced 
rents are joining together and forming 
housing co-ops and buying houses 
collectively or forming Renters Unions. 
The list can go on and on and on. 


What we are saying is, if you are 
pissed off with something and you 
know others are, don’t just complain. 
That’s a sure way to get depressed and 
run down. Instead call people you 
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know together to do something about 
it. As the slogan goes “don’t moan - 
organise”. It’s a cliche, but it works. 


You can do it too 


The examples above and hundreds of 
others prove this. And even if you don’t 
get everything you want, you'll get 
more than you would have if you didn’t 
get people together. And you get to 
meet other people who feel like you - 
which stops us_ feeling alone. 
Remember, the rich and powerful 
want to keep us isolated from each 
other. They want us to think we can't 
do anything for ourselves and have to 
rely on them. It scares them if we 
come together and organise, as it 
takes their power away from them. 


So, what do you want to change? Do 
you know others who feel the same? 
Start chatting to them, call a meeting, 
write a leaflet about what annoys you 
and what you want to change. Give 
them out - others will want to join you. 
And before you know it you will have 
the power to start changing stuff. Start 
small - changing the whole world can 
come later! 


If you need any advice, we’re happy to 
come and give you some suggestions. 
But we can’t run it for you - that has to 
come from you. Most of us in Rebel 
City have set stuff up and been 
successful. We know it can work. You 
just need the confidence to take that 
first step and give it a go.

The Labour council in Southwark plans to build 168 new homes on the green space of 1.2 
acres between Sumner Avenue, Jocelyn Street and Melon Road, just to the north of Peckham 
Road. Of course there is a need for more socially rented housing but there are plenty of other 
choices, including more refurbishment which has less impact on greenhouse gas emissions. 
This green space has been of great comfort to local people, both before and during the 
lockdown, and is known locally as Peckham Green. The Green is the only green space for 
many in the area. 


Sports are played there, and it was a good place to exercise or relax. As residents commented, 
the planned development by Southwark Council means that when looking out of their 
windows, instead of a green space that has been there for years, there will be a six storey 
building and that is “a really big change.” As a result local residents have banded together to 
attempt to foil the development. Southwark’s plans reveal the deep contempt they have for 
local people and for nature. A large green space is being sacrificed for a development that 
would include 48 private homes, 24 with shared ownership and 96 homes for social rent. Also 
planned would be shops, restaurants and pubs. There should not be a trade-off between 
homes for social rent and green spaces. Local communities need both. 


Southwark has already destroyed the social housing estates of Heygate and Aylesbury. They 
then sold the land there to private developers. A big demonstration was organised by local 
residents for July 31st. The council has made U-turns under pressure before and this can be 
done again if enough people get involved. The Council said via Twitter that it was cancelling 
plans to develop nearby Sumner House, saying: “Since new office plans were cancelled, it 
seemed less and less likely that Sumner House would be sold.” The Save Peckham Green 
campaign Tweeted back - “why have you changed your plans to refurbish Sumner House for 
rich people? Do you want to make it seem like you aren't being as greedy when you take away 
Peckham Green?” 


The Council continually calls Peckham Green the “Flaxyard site.” No local resident calls it that. 
Peckham Green is a park, a park needed by local people. Once again we are seeing the anti- 
working class policies of Labour Councils. 
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It has been 7 years since Central Hill estate was 
slated for demolition by Lambeth Council but 
residents have been fighting them every step of 
the way. 


In February this year one resident was arrested 
under COVID legislation for chaining herself to the 
barriers outside Truslove House, the first building 
on our estate due to be demolished. Dozens of local 
campaigners had been threatened with fines and 
arrest the previous day for protesting against the 
demolition. Silencing our right to protest is only the 
most recent attack on our democratic rights. 


We have always asked for a ballot of residents to 
decide whether demolition should go ahead 
because we know it is strongly opposed, but 
instead Lambeth have tried to grind us down by 
letting our estate fall into disrepair and replacing 
long term residents with short term temporary 
tenants who they hope will be dispensable when 
they move in their bulldozers. 


Award-winning Central Hill Estate is an amazing 
vision for social housing, with low rise and spacious 
homes, lots of green space and mature trees. The 
Council do not look into refurbishing the estate, 
which would bring Central Hill up to the best living 
and environmental standards. The only options 
they offer is to leave it and do some repairs or to 
demolish and rebuild it. 


Those on the waiting list and the local community 
need more affordable housing not over 700 extra 
new investment apartments. That is what Lambeth

are planning to squeeze on to the estate, after they 
spend 20+ years and many millions of pounds 
clearing out the existing community and turning 
our estate into a building site. 


Even by their own calculations, the potential profit 
margins for the council’s new building company 
‘Homes for Lambeth’ are slim and risky. But the 
cost to us will be very high. Council tenants that are 
able to remain will face higher rents and service 
charges as well as losing their council tenancies. 
Many of the so-called affordable homes will be 
‘part-buy part-rent’ or intermediate rents, which 
most people have now cottoned on are little better 
than private rents or outright scams. 


As the climate crisis gathers pace and low-paid 
workers are driven out of London by extortionate 
insecure housing, we need to call a halt to this 
madness. New developments like those planned at 
Truslove house will exacerbate these trends not 
solve them. Demolition and new builds, regardless 
of the energy saving measures in them, cause a 
much greater amount of greenhouse’ gas 
emissions than refurbishing existing buildings. New 
private buildings do not lead to reduced house 
prices or rents - they just lead to more speculative 
investments by the rich people who can afford to 
buy them, leaving them empty if people cannot 
afford to rent them. 


We have had great support from the _ local 
community and housing and_= environmental 
activists. Our demand is that Central Hill be 
refurbished not demolished.

Greenwich to Silvertown in Newham for 7 
years. Both campaigners and climate change 
researchers see it as a stupid idea that will lead 
to more traffic, more pollution and increased 
carbon emissions. 


The aim is to divert traffic from the heavily- 
congested Blackwall Tunnel but as researchers 
have shown again and again, if you build more 
roads, you get more traffic (the induced traffic 
effect). Even talk of putting a toll on the new 
tunnel would have little effect. When tolls were 
introduced and then increased on the Dartford 
crossing they had no effect on the volume of 
traffic. 


Going ahead with the tunnel goes against the 
rhetoric of politicians like Khan who pay lip 
service to reducing carbon emissions for 
London. The London Environmental Strategy 
will not lead to. sufficient reduction § in 
greenhouse gases and the Transport for 
London strategy even less so! 


The impact of the Silvertown tunnel on 
pollution will have a disastrous effect on local 
communities. Newham, with a large Black and 
Asian population, is already one of the most 
polluted boroughs in the UK, with a high rate of 
child asthma. Having cars and HGVs pouring 
out of the tunnel, with no new road 
infrastructure, will lead to huge congestion and 
more pollution. Big lorry depots are planned for 
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either side of the tunnel. Victoria Rance, of the 
Stop Silvertown Tunnel Coalition, calls the 
project “environmental racism”. It “wouldn't 
happen in Chelsea”. 


The project is a PFI initiative so supposedly not 
costing the people of London anything. But this 
is misleading. TfL staff have put in loads of time 
already when they could have been focusing on 
how to improve public transport. And, it is still a 
project that will make loads of money for big 
corporations while the rest of us, and the 
planet, pay the environmental cost. 


Though the contracts have been signed and 
Khan refuses to budge, the campaign 
continues. Khan is in fact at odds with 
members of his own party. The recent London 
Labour Party conference voted 74% to 26% to 
scrap the project: 


The community has come 
together to object to a range of planning 
applications associated with the tunnel. 


It is clear that the Labour mayor has no 
intention of pursuing a zero-carbon strategy 
and that his ‘opposition’ to pollution stops 
when it comes to handing over projects to big 
business. Londoners need to fight this tunnel 
as well as come together to transform 
transport in the city. We need to encourage 
public transport by making it free and to 
enhance walking and cycling possibilities, while 
at the same time taking into consideration the 
needs of the disabled.

Most of us know what capitalism is and how it works. But, how would an anarchist 
society work? 


Anarchists believe society should be based on three principles: freedom, equality, and 
solidarity. Genuine freedom and equality can only be achieved where everyone is 
equal and we do thing because we want to, rather than being forced to do something. 
Freedom can’t exist in societies where there are gross inequalities of power, wealth, 
and privilege. In such societies, a small percentage of people at the top are relatively 
free, but the rest of us lead lives of limited, or no, opportunity. 


The other essential in an anarchist society is 
solidarity, or mutual aid. This means all of us 
working voluntarily and cooperatively with 
each other and creating relationships and 
structures that support freedom for all. 


In an anarchist society, people won't be 
bullied into doing anything by threats. An 
anarchist society will be non-hierarchical. 
Decision-making will be by direct democracy 
by groups of decentralized, grassroots 
organisations. There would be no so-called 
representatives and _ leaders. Grassroots 
organisations would be accountable, power 
will be spread, decisions flow from the 
bottom up, skills, resources and information 
shared, and tasks rotated. 


Is this just an unworkable utopian dream? 
Questions immediately spring to mind. In this 
‘So_ what...’ bit of Rebel City we answer 
questions we often get asked about anarchism.

So what about lazy people who 
won't work? 


Work would be voluntary in an anarchist 
society - nobody would be forced to work if 
they didn’t want to. 


Anarchist Alexander Berkman felt there’s no 
such thing as laziness. It’s just people are 
forced into work that doesn’t suit their 
interests or abilities and is designed to make 
profit for someone else. Anarchists, like 
Berkman, believe that people who are 
unwilling or unable, to work, should still have 
access to everything they need to live. 


Most people want to co-operate and want 
the respect and admiration of others. We 
believe it’s this that most of the time would 
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ANARCHISM! 








persuade those who take but are unwilling to 
work to start contributing to the community 
that supports them. Even in_ capitalist 
societies people come forward to help each 
other out in the event of a disaster. We see 
examples in the food banks and mutual aid 
groups that sprung up in response to the 
pandemic. 


And let’s not forget we already have free 
loaders under capitalism. As anarchists we 
have had enough of the elites consuming but 
not actually doing anything useful. 


Other anarchists argue that there should be 
no compulsion to work, but also no duty to 
provide for people who don't want to 
contribute. In this scenario, an anarchist 
society wouldn’t continue to feed, clothe and 
house people who are able to contribute but 
refuse. However, such people wouldn’t be 
denied access to the means of making a 
living for themselves. They just wouldn’t be 
supported by the community. 


Work, being voluntary in an anarchist society, 
would include much more than the narrowly 
defined paid employment we think of today. 
No need for a ‘Wages for Housework’ 
campaign; housework is work. Of course, 
people who can’t work, like young children, 
the sick and disabled, the elderly wouldn't be 
expected to work but would be valued and 
supported by the community. 


The Capitalist system we currently live in is 
defined by competition and growth. Yet most 
people still cooperate and work together 
most of the time, and relatively few people 
are hyper competitive bullies. But those that 
do exist are formed very early in our 
education system. Children are encouraged 
to compete rather than cooperate. We are 
raised soaked in a system that is about 
economic growth. Nothing else is really 
considered. If you don’t want to accumulate 
wealth and property in the present system, 
it's claimed you are ruining your life and 
actually failing. 


We have to keep working at our slave wage 
job and go into debt to keep paying for stuff 
to make our boring lives more bearable. And 
of course look more successful to our friends 


and neighbours. This wage slave system is 
what young people are born into and of 
course they are shown no alternative. 


Humans want to live and work cooperatively. 
We are born into, and live in, social 
relationships. That’s how we can dance 
together so well in raves like one organism, 
cry together at princess Diana's funeral, and 
sing and rail as one in football matches. 
Human beings need to be connected 


In an anarchist society with no need for, or 
benefit from competition, bullying will die out 
as it comes from an oppressive system where 
people with power misuse that power to 
control people with less power. To engage in 
bullying, you would normally have been 
bullied when you were small. In the present 
system lots of us have been bullied by 
parents, teachers, older siblings, and this 
behaviour is passed on. What is hard for us to 
accept is that most ‘bullies’ have also been 
bullied. They/we were also. children/ 
powerless as the pattern was_ installed. 
They/we oppress/dominate/bully someone 
weaker than us to not feel the pain of being 
the victim. 


The only way to recover from this painful 
experience of being dominated, is to listen to 
each other. Listening is very powerful when 
done with a person’s whole attention, with no 
interruptions, advice, or the temptation to tell 
our stories of being bullied. When we are 
listened to fully, we recover from. being 
bullied, and no longer need to oppress others. 
This is the basis of therapy and counselling. 
Punishment does not work. It just adds more 
pain. In an anarchist society we would listen 
to people who have been hurt, to the extent 
that they need to hurt others. This is how we 
change society and end oppression between 
the generations. 
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More than 50 GPs surgeries in London alone have been taken over by the massive US Centene 
Corporation (1). NHS staff may even be taking industrial action over their wages by the time you read 
this, with the government planning to pay for any increases out of the existing NHS budget. 


And meanwhile, as Newham Save Our NHS has been warning us for some time (2), NHS Digital is 
on track - delayed until mid-September - to hand our medical data over to what they describe as 
various health bodies, Universities, and indeed pharmaceutical companies, all claiming to be acting 
in the interests of our collective health and well-being (3). The Financial Times reports hospitals have 
been handing over the data they collect for years and told its readers. It’s pseudoanonymised, but 
82% of opt-outs are ignored. Handing over data collected by GPs was first delayed until mid- 
September and “now until various conditions are met”. But it’s very clear they have every intention 
of going ahead with it. 


How else is collective health to be advanced? 
Wouldn’t an anarchist society do the same? 
Well, no! 


In an anarchist society the different bodies listed would be cooperating genuinely for our health and 
well-being. In a capitalist society, private health bodies, business-friendly University research, and 
pharmaceutical companies operate for their share holders’ profit. Medical research that can’t be 
profitable simply doesn’t happen! 


Not surprisingly the plan for the ClA-founded Palantir data giant to “administer” the project has met 
with threats of court action - by Foxglove (2) and OpenDemocracy. The government is “reviewing” the 
proposal, agreeing to public consultation etc. 

e The ability to delete data already collected prior to a person choosing to opt out; 

e The backlog of existing opt outs being fully cleared; 


e The development of a “trusted research environment” - a repository into which the data will be 
collected and accessed only by NHSD-approved users without further extracting the data; 


e Greater patient awareness of the scheme. 

Though whether they’re genuine, have figured out how to end up with the same result anyway, or just 
hoping we'll forget about it - you decide! 

There is a more fundamental issue here which the increasing privatisation of the NHS illustrates. 
Health in the UK is being turned from a halfway public good to a straight-forward commodity. And 
data is the fastest growing market around. Whether companies have to buy the data, or simply pay 
a processing fee, is in the end irrelevant. 

Capitalism’s relentless drive to turn everything we use and need into a source of profit has to be 
fought every inch of the way.

Thurrock 
Council given 
a bloody nose 

by their bin 
workers 


Dave A - The Thurrock and Basildon

The dispute between Thurrock Council and their bin 
workers started back in the autumn of 2020 when the 
council announced they intended to impose pay cuts and 
worse terms and conditions of employment. This meant 
reducing levels of overtime payments, removing 
premiums for bank holiday working and reducing shift 
and night time payments. 


Despite the union, Unite, doing their best to negotiate in 
good faith, the council refused to make any meaningful 
concessions. This attempt to attack the pay and 
conditions came during the middle of the Covid crisis 
where frontline workers were still expected to go out on 
the streets everyday while their managers took the soft 
option of working from home. 


In March, the bin workers were balloted on strike action. 
On a 75% turnout, there was overwhelming support for a 
strike if Thurrock Council refused to make any meaningful 
concessions. This is what the ‘Justice For Refuse Workers 
& Cleaners’ campaign said at the time: “Reports from 
Thurrock show the vast majority of workers have already 
voted a week into the ballot. Willing and ready to fight 
back against cuts to our wages. Get behind us folks. 
Thurrock Council is currently plotting to devastate the 
wages of these key workers. They’re going to run into a 
brick wall. We’re not going to stand by and have a bunch 
of people who spent the past year working from home 
p*** all over us.” 


Thurrock Council who have a dismal record for pig 
headedness refused to make a single concession. 
Starting on Tuesday 13 April, the strike was on. Initially, 
the strike was set for three weeks. In the face of 
continuing intransigence from the council, the strike went 
on for longer, changing from limited action where bins 
were emptied early in the morning before returning to the 
depot by Yam to all out action where no bins were 
emptied at all. The council started to panic and in a bid to 
stop bins overflowing in front of people’s homes, they set 
up a number of temporary waste collection points across 
the borough. To be blunt, they were little more than 
council run fly tips. 


Reports from the picket line consistently showed that the 
morale of the strikers was high. This was in spite of some 
petty minded attempts by Thurrock Council to break the 
morale of the workers. These included calling in the cops 





because the pickets were allegedly in breach of Covid 
regulations. 


Anyone who saw the bin workers operating across the 
borough during lockdowns and tiered restrictions will not 
have failed to notice that in order to do their job 
efficiently, they have to work in close proximity to each 
other. Social distancing was and is pretty much 
impossible, particularly when they have to sit together in 
the cab. One of the many motivating factors for the strike 
was that the bin workers were expected to work like this 
while their managers often worked from the comfort of 
their own homes. Yet while Thurrock Council didn’t bat an 
eyelid while the bin workers were doing their jobs in these 
conditions, as soon as they got too close to each other on 
the picket line, the council were on the phone to the cops! 


One of the factors in the eventual success of the strike 
was strong support from the public. The residents of 
Thurrock see the effort the bin workers have to put into 
their jobs every week and appreciate what they do. People 
in Thurrock have a strong sense of fair play and once they 
understood what the council were trying to do in terms of 
imposing pay cuts and worse terms and conditions of 
working, they instinctively took the side of the bin 
workers. When my Daily Mail reading neighbour has a 
Unite poster in their window supporting the strikers, you 
know that Thurrock Council have seriously screwed up 
when it comes to industrial relations! 


After six weeks of strike action, Thurrock Council finally 
conceded. This is what the ‘Justice For Refuse Workers & 
Cleaners’ campaign had to say at the conclusion of the 
strike: “This morning after positive negotiations with the 
council we have voted to suspend our strike action as a 
written deal was produced. We have accepted this in 
good faith and thank those who were involved in it. As 
such we will return to work on Monday and will be working 
as quick as possible to clear the borough. (Provided this 
deal is finalised) From the outset all that we wanted was 
our existing terms and conditions and pay. This wasn’t 
about a pay rise but about the basic idea that those on the 
lower end of the scale who worked throughout the 
pandemic would not be made worse off. The support that 
we have had from the residents has been amazing and we 
want to thank you all; everyone who took a poster, gave 
out leaflets or visited the picket line. We stick up for our 
own in Thurrock.” 








Base unions are grassroots unions run by 
its members; they are not controlled by 
union bureaucrats. They see the bosses 
as their enemy, NOT their partners. 


Most were formed _ by dissatisfied 
members of business-friendly unions fed 
up with spending half their time fighting 
bureaucrats instead of all their time 
fighting the bosses. 


For us as anarchists the object of class 
struggle is not simply to fight for better 
wages, but how far any fight for workers’ 
rights empowers the workers themselves, 
and how far they increase the chances of 
groups of workers moving towards taking 
control over their workplaces, their 
communities, and the world. 


As the old saying goes, “we want the whole 
bakery, not a bigger slice of the cake”. 


Strikes and other forms of direct action 
depend on the involvement of all its 
members. The more committed and 
determined the members, the more chance 
of winning any dispute against the bosses. 


Fighting in the courts is another way, but 
the laws have been made by a succession 
of anti-Union governments - Tory and 
Labour - since 1979. The State can and 
does regularly change the rules in the 
bosses’ favour, to the detriment of the 
workers. In practice all the base unions 
use both strike and legal actions.

Depressingly, the histories of base unions 
have left more than residues of 
antagonism between some of them. 
Unfortunately, this doesn’t result simply in 
the different Unions going their own ways. 
For example, the IWGB’s (Independent 
Workers of Great Britain) “Cleaners 
United” project includes Unite and the 
Public and Commercial services union 
(PCS) - but none of the other base unions 
involved in cleaners’ struggles! So, it was 
a welcome contrast when IWGB Deliveroo 
riders provided crucial solidarity to the 
Industrial Workers of the World (IWW) 
long struggle at a Southwark restaurant. 


Base unions also work outside their own 
specific struggles. 


Both the IWGB and the IWW are part of 
the SupportNotDeport campaign. The 
United Voices of the World (UVW) took 
part in a conference organised by an 
Italian anarchosyndicalist union a couple 
of years ago, ran workshops on radical 
union history last year, and recently took 
part in an online training project hosted 
by the German Rosa-Luxemburg Stiftung- 
“Organising for Power- Workers’ Rising 
Everywhere”. Unlike other base unions, 
the IWW is an international union with a 
long history.
